within the timo.’ Meanwhile we have had—the 
Germans and curselves—~some moving exper- 
iences in Africa too;. and how for thoy accord 


‘with Poarson's forecast may be partly seon from 


tho following quotution :— 

British rulomouns order and peace, industry 
and trade, the exjoyment of property under 
fairly oqaal luvs, 
¢stablishment of a colony like Natal is like 
throwing op-n the gates’ of Paradise. He 
streams in, offeriug his cheap though not vory 
regular Isbour, and supplying all hia wants at 
the very smallest expen litars of toil, Where 
he multiplies, hovovor, tho British race. beging 
to cousider Libour of al] but. the highest kinds 
dishonourable; and from the moment that a 
population will not work in tho fields, on the 
reads, in thy miacs, in the factories, its doom 
is practically quled. It is limited to supplying 
employaes, merchants, contractors, shopmen, 
and toremen to the commnnity; the end of 
which must to that “tho while rnc» will 
gradually be absorbed or disappear”; ond the 
moro cortainly where it is ‘‘aurrounded by 
donse masses of un unfriendly population.” As 
to that, however, Pearson had very little dread 
of such hostility as the Germans ure experien- 
cing in South Africa, Itiy mueh tothe purposs 
of these remurks that thong, of conrae, he 
knew that miny thousands of good: black 
fighting-men were receiving an education in 
warfare aud tho use cf its deadlior appliances, 
ho ovekes no Black Bogoy to leighton the 
dramatic an moral effect of bis anticipations, 
What is now doscribad as “the ral Yellow 
Peril” is precisely thit whieh Pearson pro- 
phesied, with {ko additional warning of a Black 
Poril equally subduing in a bloodless way, As 
I thought snd said at the time when his 
Bprenlations came into print, he had ‘a surpris- 
ingly small beliof that war would d-tormine or 
even hasten the ohauges he 1 oked for. Tho 
fature which he foresaw had no such imminent, 
no such ‘violent introduction os the Rugso- 
Japanese eonfict. Considering what that 
fature is, it uver seemed likely to come about 
without rebellion and rosietance bolf the world 
over; yet Pearson traced out « much smoother 
course of ovents—smoothor, «but irresistible 
as a arising tide, Climate, commerce, and the 
lossone of civilicntion wera to do the businesa, 
‘Sperating thrnghout the “ yellow zone” 
sud the “blick sonv” ‘alike, Although 
when looking to the Chinese he could fancy 
them repsating at some time or other tho 
excursionary ravage of the Turks, he thought 
the industrial oom petition of Ching much more 
to be feared. ‘Tho immense resources of the 
country; the cilonising enterprise of the peopl; 
theit astonishing capacity for toil; thoir aptitude 
for organization; and the thrift which, with all 


‘it. If, hke many other mex, bo belived that 


| will never cecur ayuin, 


‘Po an Africa native the | 
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all the other yellow racos were in hia ca'oulation. 
And so os to the blacks nnd browns, Whoerevor 
we colonise or market they aro loarniog ond 
thoy are swarming, and wall gradually thrast 
back the Europoon peoples by an expansion of 
native energy and self-ossertion where climate 
and pepulation favetr pressure. ‘Thrown back 
within narrower Hmits, we Earopenns shall 
lock about us “to eo9 tho world girdled 
with a continnons zono pf the black and yellow 
races,” monopolising. the trado‘of their own 
yorions ond starving Earopean industry. 

This boing Charles Pearson’s forocast, it will 
he seon that, by allowance of the coolest opinion 
of the day, thero is nothing of the “bogey” in 


somo very strennons old-world fighting qualities 
slumbered in tha Yellow races, he hns boen 
justifi-d, for in tho no-time of ton yoars after 
ho wrote there came between Kast ond Wost 
ono of tho most bloody and resounting wors that 
ever wore waged, and tho -Baat won.. That, 
howover, may be regarded as a fortuitous evant, 
pothaps, Possibly, a3 so wany of us think, it 
Breaving this branch of 
the subject, therofora, and looking ta the other, 
wo s4e.that tho real, ‘tho evulutionary, the 
oommerciat and industrial Yellow Peril has 
mado a striking advance within tho samo briof 
period. OF course it does not compare at all 
with the noval and military development of 
effairs, but it isp sufficient. advance to surpass 
the expectation of twolve yoars sinoe, whather 
Pearsou’s or avcthor's. No. one supposes that 
Enropa has suffered in the least, so far, from tho 
{odastrial and commercial compotition of Japan 
and China; unless for a fow great firmalike Cross 
and Blackwoll and Bryant ond May, who find 
thoiy goods superseded by the most porfeot 
frands under cover of trade-labols beantifully 
imitated. With such oxcaptions—probably not 
more iu number than threa or four dozan--the 
industrial compotition of the Far East lias beon 
more stimoluting than repressive up to the pro- 
sent timo, no doubt; But although there has 
been, some argument to the contrary of lale, 
Trade isa jade that will still follownfter the 
conqueror’s drum. And just os German com- 
merce took enormous strides immediately upon 
the concluston of & glorious war, so (but with 
plainer ‘reagon) oll expectation: looks to an 
immense onhancement of. the industria) rivalry 
of arn And indoed it' is something to be, 
beyond challenge, the. tirst maritime Powor in 
these prolitic seas ; and something more to have 
at disposal not only the ports and harbours of 
Koreas, but its little-worked rosouress “abova- 
ground and’ underground, ant even the 
Population itself, So many factoriva have 
already been set up in Japan—cotton-mills, 
ironworks ‘and the like—thet tho look 
of the country in many. plices is said to be 
quite chonged. Now the natural resources of 
Korea are to be opened upalso; not, I boliave, 
to foreign concessionaires, but to Japanese 
enterprise strictly dofined, though open as day 
to the assistance of forsign: capital. And who 
would hesitate to place his money with & people 
so astonishingly apt in all they undortake as 
the Japanese >” ; 

Apparently, therefore, now it. is that ‘‘the 
real Yellow Peril ia about ta’ come on in 
earnest; the only question for usbaing whother 
wa have anything to say ino matter which 
certainly concerns us. Charles Pearson 
evidently took afatalist view, of it, He was 
quite olear that it could only work out in one 
way by the operation, of feroe practically 
uncontrollable ; and in tho lang run he may 
turn out to bo right. Meauwhil+, however—ant 
po ove will more readily admit this than oor 
gallant allies themgselven—we must nowds do 
our best to. keep our markets against all rivalry. 
Wo are quiteagrood on that point.; and yet, 
I wonder, to what oxtent’ In’ all the 
disenssion of the subject which I have yet 


.seen, only ono means of defence is men- 


tioned : extraordinary care and dilivence ix oar 
workshops and counting-houses, Sound advies 
it is, of course, but of what avail against the 
far cheaper work -and ‘the much more adopt 
management of the Japanese and Chinaman 
*.on the spot”? In reply. comes tho cnater- 
question, “ What other means is thoro, then 2" 
None that can be thought very offsctual. But 
I um sure of this, that ‘those admirable 
Supanese, piercingly sensible, paltern patriots 
—above ‘all, Busbido-tanght.—\would think it 
madness and a crime to supply s rival nation 
with tho means of extending: his rivalry. 

Yes: I mean that that will bo done if and 
when tho expected millions aro-sent out of this 
country to establish competing mills, mines, 
fuctéries, and freight-ships where we know they 
must'be rninous to British industry. Itis net 
even as if the works so established could be 
British. property: os 1 understand tha matter, 
that is not of oll the Japareso ides. Or if 
thera were no other moans of investing British 
capital, comething might bo said for British 
individuals who earned their four per cent. ‘by 
catting down trado ond wages ‘in England: as 
it. is, however, that something cannot be said,

SIGNALLENG AT SEA. 
OFVENDING THE MEROHANT SERVICE, 


Tho Merchant Services Guil? have lately 
placed thomeclyes in communication’ wilh the 
Admiralty in regard to the salute of one of their 
membora, the captain of the steamer ./emee 
Hrand being ignored by His Majesty's. yacht 
Vietoria anc Albert. : Pho Loxda Coramissionors 
of the Admiralty requested Commodore Keppol, 
nas Commodores commanding His Mojosty’s 
yacht, to males report on tho subjeot. "This 
roport is to tho offect that Commodore Koppel 
has hold a searching inquiry into the nlogation 


of thocaptain of the Jamica Brand, " It is stated 


that tho officer of the watch and the chief 
Yeoman of the signals, who were on dock 
about the timo given, say that, the colours 
of His Majesty's yacht were dipped, to 
the best of thoir bolief, to-overy merchant 
yossol which ‘taluted the yacht, in accordance 
with Commodore “Keppels ordora sand the 
custom, of tho gorvico. It is said that some- 
times morchant shipa dip thoir coloura three 
times, ond it is the usual’ custom ‘for HM. 
ships to do x0 only onco in acktowledgemont, 
and Commodore Keppel cannot help thiuking 
that, on the occasion referred to, this was done 
aud waa not stwo on board the James Brand, 
It soems to him almost incredible that a man 
could be looking at the James Brand through 
a telescope and that another could be aft. by the 
onsign staff without acknowledging hor salute. 
Tn any cago, Conmodore Koppel states that ho 
would like to oxprees his most aincero regret to. 
Captain Torratce for the discourtesy of which’ 
he believes H.M, yacht wader bis command was 
guilty, ond to assure him that, at tho worst, it 
was throught an oversight, and was in no wey 
intentional. 

The Guild in ‘w. farther loiter to ‘the 
Admiralty stated that thoy wert quite sure 
that Commodore Keppel would not for, one 
moment. countepanco sny act of discourtosy, 
whether unintentional or otherwise, from a 
merchant vessel, In support of the allegation 
of the captain of the Jame Brand, the Guild 
stated that thay had received somewhat remark- 
able corrotorntion from tho Cuptsin of a 
stoamer in ono of the iargost mail and passenger 
Ninos, who stated that on several occasions. 
ho had saluted tho Royal ysobt without any 
anawer whatever being given, Tho Guild 
pointed out, that they had reported anumbor of 
ainilay snd constant omissions on tho yart of 
naval ships gouerally, and that reports of tho ; 
kind, were continuing to comeiv. They would 
not trouble tho Admiralty on the mattar but, 
as thoy say, {rom tho fict that it is liable 
fo engonder bad feeling between tho two 
gorvices ond to havo a vory detrimental 
effect on efficiont signalling betweon thom, 
abont which tho Admirslty have boon so 
active of late, Lhe Lords Commissioners of 
the Admiralty thereupon informed the Guild 
that in’ view of tha ossnrance given by 
Commodore Keppel they are of opinion that no 
further action ia called for at present. Sir 
ivan Macgrogor states, however, that the 
dosirabilily of issuing o genoral instruction on 
the matter will bo considored, whon effect is 
given to tha recommendation of the committee 
on signalling betweon His Majesty's sbips and’ 
morchont vossols, in whatever .form may 
ultimately be decided on, The Guild in ex- 
pressings their satisfootion on this point inquired 
when the report of the signalling committee 
would be iesued, os therc appeared to be some 
delay, and they were anxious to get the recom- 
mendations contained in the report before the 
‘notice of thoir mombors generally. 


NEW ARMY SCHEME, 


SHORT SERVICE BATTALIONS. |. 


Tho War-oillco has issued tho following, says 
the WV, and Mf, Record, 

As was indicated in the Secretary for War's 
spesch aot Norwich on tho’ Sth Ootcber, 
reorniting: for the infantry of the line under 
tho terms of onlistment promulgated by Army 
Order No, 280 of November, 1804, viz., nina 
yoors with tha colours ani three years in tha 
resorve, has produced such satisfactory results 
thot the deficloncy of mon-available for Indian’ 
drafts caused -by—the—uowillingness- of-men 
volistéd—-for-three years under Army—Order- 
No, 7% of April, 1902, to extend the period 
of their colour servica, has, in large megsure, 
been made good. To ensure ihe attainment 
‘of this end it wos necessary to  suapend 
for a time all enlistmeuts for short service 
in the infantry, This step was rendered 
practicable by reason of the largo ascession of 
strongth to the Army Reserve due to various 
cnuses, which hud led to the decrease of long 
service man. continuance of long gutvico 
enlistments for the whole of the infantry, kow- 
ovor, could not but tend totho ultimate deplotion 
of the resorve-below the numbers demanded by 
the requiremonts of Imperial defence, His 
Majesty’a Government have decided, therefore, 
to give effect on a limited scale, to the scheme 
laid before Parliament by the Secretary of 
State for War, and to open culistwent for a 
term of short war service of two years with the 
colours and ten years in the Reserve, The 
long and ghort service enlistments will, there- 
fore, proceed concurrently. A somewhat 
similar courad was adopted in 1896, who, by 
Order 60 of Aprilin thatyear, a limite? number 
of recruits for the infantry of the line were 
enlisted for three years army ond nino years 
Reserve service, concurrently with the oulist- 
ment of men for seven yerrs’ army sorvics. In 
that onse, however, the service men wore 
attached to long service battalions. In the 
prosent' instance, as esplaincd below, ehort 


service enlistment will bo, confined to special |, 


short service battalions, The scheme now prom- 
ulgated will give practical expression. to the 
desire of his Majesty's Government to furthor 
the principle of territorialisation, as. it is 
intended to lecalise the short service battalions as 
for ag possibloin the county or city with which 
they are nominally and fox administrative pur- 
poses. connected, "Tho origoncies of service in 
India and the colonies, aud the expense involved 
in, moving battalions from abroad must 
necessarily make the process u graduil one.

STEAMER CABLES, TONNAGE, AND 
SAFETY, 


The suggestion hos been made by Lloyd's 
Rogistor of British and Foreign Shipping that 
ihe lengths of cables required by the Rules of 
that Society for stenmships are very much in 
excoss of what are sctually needed, with. tha 
result that steamers are condemned to. carry 
an extra woight whioh, it is claimed, is 
quite unasceszary, ta the exclusion of a corres. 
ponding amount of cargo. . Lt ia further urgod 
that Lloyd's Register should re-consider their 
rales ag to stream and kedge anchors, on the 
ground that they ato eo very rarely needed 
that the cargo is more than an e»cumbrance 
than otherwise, apart from the question of 
carrying ‘the additional weight, Tho Com- 
mittee of Lioyd’s Register havo invited the 
views of the Merchant Service Guild on tho 
matter, The Guild in replying stata that, o3 
representing over 10,000 captains and officers 
of merdhant vessely, they offer, the strongeit 
possible objections to any amendmants.‘of...tho 
rules in the dixeotion suggested, ‘The lengths 
of cables as at prosent enforgod arg they gay, 
by no nicans in excess of what thoy should b¢, 
if due regard is to bo had to the sofoty of a ship. 
‘Whilst they admit that the full lengths are not 
used under ordinary circumstances, they inform 
Lloyd's Register thet itis by no weuns rare 
that, ineaso of emergencies, such as bad weather 
or imponding collision, every inch of the present 
cable is urgently needed, ard itis urged that 
the faot of these cables being of adequate 
longth is a vita ly important asset to tho safety 
of a ship. On tho polot of abolishing or redug- 
ing tho stream and kodge anchors, this also meals 
with the Guild’s entire disapproval, Though 
thesoanchorsarenot commonly used, it is pointed 
out thot whore a vessel happens to strand. un 
what perbaps is a Hit, sandy, or muddy bottom, 
the value of these swall handy anchors for 16 
in assisting ber off is unquestionable, in fact in 
some rivers they aro absolutely indisponsa! le. 
Farther, the Guild state that uny reductions 
such ss thoss urged would make quite on 
inappresiable difference so far asa ship's carry- 
ing copacity was concerned. Their opinion is 
that, to adopt the auggertions which has bon 
made, vould mean diminishing: the degree of a 
vessel's safety; and to do’ this the Guild hopa
